(b) where any investment was not, during the relevant 
period, dealt in, or quoted on any recocnised stock 
exchange, such iiiliie, as the Tru.st may, in the 
circumstances consider to be the fair value of such 
investments; and 

B. Adding thereto— 

(a) in the case of interest c.itning deposits, intcrc.st 
accruetl but not received; 

(bl in the case of Government Securities and deben¬ 
tures. interest accrued but not received, and 

(c) in the case of preference shares and equity shares 
quoted cx-dividend and dividend declared but not 
received. 

(3) Other assets shall be vuliicd at their book value. 

XI. Form of Unit certificate 

Unit certificates shall be in the Foim A annexed hereto. 
Each unit certificate .shall bear a distinctive number, the 
number of units represented by the certificate and the name 
of the unitholder, 

XII. Manner of preparation of units certificate 

The unit certificates may be engraved or lithographed or 
printed as the Board of Trustees may, from time to time, 
determine and shall be signed on behalf of the Trust by two 
persons duly authorised by the Trust. Every such signature 
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may either be autographic or may be effected by a nrechaaical 
method. No unit ceruticale shidl be valid unless and until it 
IS so signed.

entitled to deal only with the applicant and in the event 
of his death, the alternate applicant for all practical pur¬ 
poses and any payment in respect of Ihc units by the Tiust 
to the said applicant or the alternate applicant shall be good 
discharge to the Trust. 

(4) Applications by eligible institutions, b xly coiporatc 
or societies shall be accompanied by die relevant documents 
showing the applicants’ competence to invest in units, 
such us Memorandum and articles, Bye-hiw's etc an autho¬ 
rised copy of the resolution by Ihe manauing body and a 
copy of Ihe requisite power of aitorncy.

T he receipt of the unilhokler for any moneys paid to hirn 
in respect of the units represented oy the iciiificatcs shall 
bo a good di.scbarge to the Trust. 

XVIII. Nomination by unitholders and agents : 

(1) Unitholders holding units singly or two unitholders 
holding jointly may exercise the right to make or cancel 
a nomination to the extent provided in the regulations. 
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(2) Unitholders being either parent or lav/ful guaidian 
on behalf of a minor and an eligible institution, societies, 
an applicant who has applied for units for the benefit of a 
mentally handicapped person shall have no right to make any 
nomination.

tb ) As an effect of a transfer the nature of the units shall 
remain unaltered i.e. a transferee cannot seek conversion 
from the cumulative scheme to the non-cumulative scheme. 

XX. Death or banknipicy of a unitholder : 

(1) In the event of death of a unitholder, ihe nominec/s 
shall be person/s recognised by the Trust as the person/s 
entitled to the amount payable by the Trus in respect of units 
under the regulations. 

(2) In Ihe absence of a vahd nomination by a unitholder 
the executor or administrators of the deceased unitholder 
or a holder of succession certificate issued under Pait X 
of the Indian Succession Act, 1925 (39 of 1925) shall be 
the only person who may be recognised by the Trust as having 
any title to the unit. 

(3) Any person becoming entitled to the units consequent 
upon the death or bankruptcy of a unitholder may. upon 
producing such evidence as to his tiitlc as Ihe Trust shall 
consider sufficient, be paid the repurchase value of all imits 
to the credit of the deceased at par after all the formalities 
in connection with the claim have been complied with by the 
claimant. 

(4) Tn the event the sole nominee under the unit certificate 
is a person eligible to hold units then at the desire of the 
said nominee, the nominee may instead of receiving the 
repurchase value of all units to the credit of the deceased 
shil be permitted to hold the units as a unitholder 
and continue to remain registered as a unitholder and 
shall be issued n unit certificate in his name in respect 
of units so desired to be held subject to the conditions regard¬ 
ing minimum holdings. 


(5) In the event of the death of the applicant who has 
applied for units for the benefits of a mentally handicapped 
person, the Trust shall deal with the alternate applicant as 
if he wcie the applicant. Further, in the event of the death 
of the applicant or the alternate applicant, as the case may 
he, the existing applicant shall appoint another individual as 
his alternate applicant. 

XXI. InvesIriH'iit Limits 

(1) Investments by the Trust from the funds of the 
Scheme in the securities of any company shall not exceed 
15% of the securities issued and outstanding of such com¬ 
panies. Provided that the aggregate of such investment in 
the capital initially issued by new industrial undertakings 
shall not at any time exceed 5% of the total amount of 
the said funds. 

(2) The limits prescribed under sub-clause (1) shall not 
apply to investments of the Trust in bonds and debentures 
and deposits of a company whether secured or not. 

XXII. Income Distribution 

The Trust shall pay dividend to unitholders at the 
following rates and in the following manner :— 

The unitholder will have option to participate in income 
distribution on either cumulative basis or non-cumulative 
basis at the time of investment and option exercised will be 
final. 

A. Non-Cumulutive Option 

(1) The Income Distribution under the scheme which 
shall be at a rate of 12% per annum and made payable 
on a monthly basis may be subject to revision by the Trust 
bused upon the income of the scheme and other relevant 
factors. In addition, yearly bonus dividend at the rate of 
1% per annum will be paid alongwitb the last monthly divi¬ 
dend of year.

(3) Provided that the Income Distribution for the period 
ending on 30th lune, 1990 will be sent by one income dis¬ 
tribution warrant and shall be forwarded to the unitholder 
alongwitb the post dated Income Distribution Warrants for 
the months luly 1990 to July 1994. Such single income 
distribution warrant together with monthly income distribu¬ 
tion warrants for the period July, 1990 to July 1994 and 
the yearly bonus dividend warrants for the four years will 
be sent to unitholders by August 31, 1990. The Trust re¬ 
serves the right to forward post dated Income Distribution 
Warrants for such periods as the Trust may determine. 

(4) Subject to the provisions of sub-clause (2), the 
warrants for payment of income distribution on a monthly 
basis will be sent to the unitholder once a year or aU to¬ 
gether at any time and the warrants will be so dated that 
the unitholder shall encash each one of the warrants on 
becoming mature for payment. Every warrant shall have 
validity for three months. The Trust shall not be bound 
to pay interest in the event of any of the warrants not reach¬ 
ing the unitholders before the expiry of the validity period 
or in the event of their becoming stale, 

(5) In the event of a repurchase which shall always be 
in full, the unitholder upon non-surrender of unpaid war¬ 
rants shall be entitled to encash these warrants which are 
due for the subsequent months and remaining in the custody 
of the unitholders on the dates of maturity and the amount 
represented by such Income Distribution Warrants shall be 
deducted fiom the repurchase proceeds. 

(6) In the event of the death of the unitholder if the 
sole nominee is eligible to hold units and desires to continue 
to hold the units, then the sole nominee shall be bound 
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to return all the unencashed warrants for the future 
months for necessary rectification. However, such a nomi¬

However, such alternate applicant 
shall not be entitled to any interest or/any compensation 
during the period it takes the Trust to rectify the warrants 
already issued in favour of the deceased applicant to those 
In favour of the newly admitted applicant. 

(8) Nothwithstanding anything contained in the foregoing 
sub-clause, the Trust reserves its right to make the Income 
Distribution on a quarterly, half yearly or annual basis as 
the case may he, should the reasons of expediency cost, 
interest of unitholders and other circumstances make It 
necessary for the Trust to do so. In such an event the 
Trust shall notify the unitholders by a publication in two 
leading English language daily newspapers. No unithholdcr 
shall have a right to claim Income Distribution on monthly 
basis after the Trust makes a notification as above.

sions of the scheme. 


XXVII Benefits to the unitholders 

All benefits accruing under the scheme in respect of capital 
and reserves and surpluses, if any, at the time of the closure 
of the scheme shall be available only to the unitholders who 
hold the units for the full term of the scheme till its closure. 

XXVm Copy of Scheme to he made available 

A copy of this scheme incoiporating all amendments 
thereto shall be made available for inspection at the . offices 
of the Trust at all times during its business hours and may 
be supplied by the Trust to any person or application and 
payment of Rupees five. 


A unitholder exercising his right to participate under this 
option will not receive the dividend on monthly basis, but

The Board may from time to time add to or otherwise 
amend this scheme and any amendment/addition thereof 
will be notified in the Official Gazette. 


XXIX. PoH’er to construe provisions 

Should any doubt arise as to the interpretation of any of 
the proyisions. Chairman or in his absence the Executive 
Trustee shall have powers to construe the provisions of the 
scheme, in so far such construction is not In any manner 
preiudicial or contrary to the basic structure of the scheme 
and such decision shall be conclusive. 

XXX. Relaxation/variation/modification of provisions
